One of the most famous 
of these was Christine de Pisane (1563-1420), 
an Italan, who married a Frenchman. She 
was 3 strong upholder of “The Rights of 
Women.” There is a magnificent vellum MS. 
by her in the British Museum, containing 
many portraits of her. In the first of these 
she is at work in her study, and holds two 
pens! She is dressed in a long blue robe and’ 
wears a high white head-dress. In the second 
picture she is presenting a copy of her writ- 
ings to the Queen of Charles V. of France. 
Her Majesty is:reclining on a sofa in a pretty 
bedroom, hung with beautiful tapestry, with 
a small dog beside her. She looks graciously 
at Christine, who presents her MS. with a 
most seif-complacent smile. In a third illus- 
tration she is.on horseback. In this one 
volume 4Slone there are thirty “ pieces, ” some 
of them very long. In another volume, the 
Anciente Complainte dea Amoureuses,’’ we see 
two lovers on whom Christine looks with smil- 
ing apprubation. ' 

Another MS. is entitled “ Christine’s In- 
structions to her son Jean,” Here she is re- 
presented with one hand on a very large 
volume (doubtless her own writings), while 
the other is raised to impress her “‘in- 
structions” on her son, who, alas! appears 
to pay véry little attention to them, for he 
stands before his mother with folded arms, 
and looks at her with a rollicking. air.. A 
aad instance of the principle that “a prophet 
is without honour in his own country ’’; but 
why did Christine perpetuate this unfilial 
disrespect? Perhaps in the hope of shaming 
this wayward child. _ In all these portraits 
Christine: wears her: blue robe, but in “The 
lath of the Long Studies ” she has discarded 
it for once, and appears in pale grey, with 
pink sleeves. This extraordinary volume tells 
of her adventures in Heaven. . She defends 
her sex most gallantly in “The Epistles 
Against» the Romaunt of the Rose,” a long 
French poem, which was most teats su 
cmong the ladies of the Middle Ages, who re- 
garded it as a most unjust and hateful attack 
on their sex. 

We learn from Christine's most voluminous 
works that women had -far,.more freed in 
those days: than’ is generally believed. "They

VOLUNTEERS ALWAYS 
» READY IN DUBLIN.

Calls from hospitals for volunteers for 
blood transfysion are common occurrences 
nowadays, but there was a time not many 
years, ago, when blood transínsion was 
prohibited: in France and discouraged in 
England. Although there is proof that it 
was practised jn a erude way in the six- 
teenth end seventeenth centuries, it was 
not antil the beginning of the Great War 
that 1t became evident that the effects of 
hemorrhage (loss of bleed) often could be 
countered effectually by the: t of 
lost blood by blood from a suitable donor, 
It then came inte genera] use, and coynt- 
less lives were saved by the action of 
soldier who gave their bleed for 
comrades. 

' THE ACT OF TRANSFUSION. 

These soldier ‘* denors,”’ it might be 
remarked, generally got a week's leave and 
“a pat on the beck’’ for their unselfish 
action: Since that time blood transfusion has 
been performed in hospitals and homes all 
over the world, At the present day the 
operation consists of taking a pint or so of 
‘donor's’ blood by pricking a yein on the 
wrist with a ho. ,.w needle, which ís con- 
nected with a glass jar. Sodium citrate js 
mixed with this blood to prevent it from 
congealing. The bloed is then transfused into 
the patient’s !lood by means of a similar 
hollow needle. The effects of blood transfusion 
on a patieAt at death’s door from hemorrhage 
are remarkable. In a few minutes colour 
returns to lips and cheek, and consciousness 
is regained in most eases, 

Hardly a week passes in Dublin that seme 
hospital does not find it neee to make 
an urgent call fur a donor for blood trans- 
fusion. If possible, a “ donor ” js selected

part-time firemen to turn out quickly to a 
fire was discussed by the Blackrock 
Council. A suggestion that electric bells 
should be installed at the homes of 
employés liable for fire-duty was rejected 
on the ground of the expense it would 
entail. One ingenious councillor thought 
that a loca] church bell should be rung as 
a patade-call for the firemen. That sug- 
gestion also was rejected, because of its 
possibly unnerving effect on the in- 
habitants. A third sugbestion, which 
was quite seriously made by a respected 
member of the Council, was laughed out 
of court.. He urged that a local band 
should. be hired to pley at the door of 
every fireman in turn until all were 
gathered to the scene of the conflagration ! 
That was many years ago, and not much, 
if any, progress has been made since. - 


CO-ORDINATION OF SERVICES. 


If greater efficiency is to be attained 
there must be a co-ordination of existing 
services, a principle which is provided for 
in the Greater Dublin Commission’s 
Report. A big central station in Dublin 
could administer, with efficiency and con- 
siderably less cost, four or five auxiliary 
stations throughout the country, and the 
same applies to the other Free State areas. 
The Commission recommends the division 
of Greater Dublin into four administra- 
tive sections. One of these—the “ Supply 
Section ’’—would be managed by a civic 
director whose special duties would be the 
administration of water and electricity 
supplies, street and road construction, fire 
brigades’ and ambulance. The services of 
the Dublin Fire Brigade then would be 
available for the whole of the Greater 
Dublin area, from Malahide to Killiney, 
with, no doubt, auxiliary stations at im- 
portant points within the area. Such an 
arrangement would mean all the difference 
between efficiency and _ inefficiency— 
between, a co-ordinated service; making for 
the rapid saving of life and property in 
case of fire, and a wasteful dissipation of 
effort. 

A further recommendation of the Com- 
mission is that provision should be made 
to compel every fire insurance company 
operating in the county borough area to 
contribute annually pro-rata to the Great 
Council towatds the expenses of prevent- 
ing and extinguishing fires. At present 
the Dublin Brigade .is rate-borne, except 
for the minor sums (maximum £15) which 
the owner or occupier is liable to pay to 
the Corporation and the smal] income 
from owners of property for fires ex- 
tinguished outside the city area. If the 
Commission’s recommendation is adopted, 
and the companies are compelled to pay 
towards the upkeep of the Dublin Fire 
Brigade. the cost of insurance will go up; 
the companies, it appears, will pass their 
additional outlay on to the property 
insured. This is what, in effect, happens 
in other cities where the insurance com- 
panies have to pay towards the main- 
tenance of the fire brigades. It follows, 
of course, that where the service is borne 
by the rates the insurance cost is less. 

It is clear then, although much more 
might be said to prove it, that the fire- 
extinguishing services in the Free State 
call for marked improvement. Matters of 
less vital importance to the welfare of 
the State have formed the subject of 
departmental inquiries and Government 
Commissions.

TO-DAY IN THE DAIL. 


THE SHANNON SUPPLY 
BILL. 


After their arduous sittings last week 
the members of Dail Eireann will have 
a lighter programme when the House 
resumes this afternoon at 3 o’clock. They 
will be asked to vote a supplementary 
estimate of £455,000 for the Department 
of Agriculture, but it is not expected 
that this will give rise to any discussion. 

The Dail will then proceed to the second 
reading of the long-promised Shannon 
Electricity Supply Bill. The measure has 
given the Parliamentary draughtsmen no 
small amount of trouble, and it has been 
suggested that, when the House have 
heard Mr. McGilligan’s second reading 
speech, the debate should stand adjourned 
until to-morrow to give deputies an oppor- 
tunity to examine the measure in detail. 
This course will probably be adopted. 


OTHER MEASURES. 


The discussion on the Land. Bill in 
Committee will be resumed, and wih 
probably occupy the afternoon, 

Should time allow, the House will take 
the report stage of the Juries Bill—to 
which some official amendments will be 
proposed—and the report stage of the 
Army Pensions Bill (No. 2).

the British taxpayer would yet be 
billed with £48,500 for the new 
floating dock. | 

Mr. Bridgeman paid a tribute to 
the Admiralty’s part in hurrying. the 
necessary defence forces out to 
China. A thousand marines, he said, 
were despatched within three days 
of the first call for their assistance— 
a great testimony to the efficiency of 
the force. 

A congratulatory reference to the 
Royal tour of the Australian Com- 
monwealth led on to President 
Coolidge’s proposal for a conference 
on naval armaments. The Admiralty, 
Mr. Bridgeman said, would welcome 
such a conference, provided that our 
Fleet should be maintained upon a 
footing of equality with that of any 
other Power, and that nothing should 
be done that would impair its effi- 
ciency in the protection of our trade 
communications. No deviation from 
that standard would be tolerated by 
any House of Commons. 


NO SURPRISE.

MR. BRIDGEMAN’S STATEMENT 

Mr. Bridgeman said that in presenting 
the estimates for the year he had no sur- 
prise to offer to the House, unless it was 
the surprise that members must have felt 
that the estimates were so low. (Laughter 
and cheers.). There was no novelty in the 
programme of reconstruction of this year, 
which was merely the continuation of the 
programme adopted by the House of 
Commons in 1925. The only deviation was 
that, instead of four motor launches being 
laid down last year, the Admiralty now 
proposed to lay down two mine-sweepers 
of an experimental type. These, they 


of the old sloops and mine-sweepers, and 
their adoption would enable many of the 
older type to be scrapped. 


INTERIOR ECONOMIES. 
When, in 1925, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer agreed to the new construc- 
tion programme, he expressed the hope 
that the new expenditure would be 
balanced by interior“ economies, to be 
carried out by the Admiralty. The ex- 
pectation then was that the economies 
would enable the estimates to remain near 
the figure at which they stood— 
£60,500, 000. On his own part, he 
promised to do all he could to effect 


obliterate, the cost of new construction, 
and far greater success had attended his 
efforts than at the time he hoped for. In 


than was necessary to off-set the £471,000 


cost of new construction, were £2,400,000 
less than the previous year’s. 

Last year, as the result of the coal 
stoppage, three-quarters of a million that 
was voted was not spent, and was handed 
back to the Treasury, and altogether five 
million pounds had been saved to the 
taxpayers of the country. 

There had this year been special diffi- 
culties in putting forward small figures 
owing to certain unavoidable increases, 
There was an increase of £25,000 in the 
non-effective vote ; there was a progressive 
increase in salaries of £50,000; an extra 
day’s pay, owing to leap year; the pro- 
vision of £9,985,000, as against £9,086,000, 
for néw construction, and an estimate of 
£125,000 for sending ships to China. He 
did not say that this £125,000. would 
cover all the expense incurred. He hoped 
that the ships would not stay long in 
Chinese waters, but a supplementary esti- 
mate would, no doubt, as in the case of 
the War Office, be necessary. 


CERTAIN WINDFALLS. 


On the other hand, there had been cer- 
tain windfalls, The new rates of pay for 
new entrants had caused a saving of 
£150,000, there had been a saving of 
£200,000 on food and clothing, and the 
closing of Rosyth and Pembroke had 
effected a saving. There had also 
been a saving in the dockyards, which, he 
very much regretted, involved the dis- 
charge of a considerable number of men. 
It was not that the Royal dockyards were 
getting a smaller share of constructional 
work. The main cause was that the total 
amount of repairs to be done was re- 
duced by having fewer ships in commis- 
sion, and that a new plan had been 
adopted of lengthening the period for re- 
fitting. Then the Admiralty was receiving 
this year £576,000 as its share of the con- 
tribution from the Malay States to the 
Singapore base. 


THE “SHADOW CUT.” 


The Treasury had asked for a larger 
“shadow cut” than last year’s. This was 
a percentage reduction, made to allow ‘for 
possible delays in progress: There was a 
friendly contention between the Treasury 
and the Admiralty, as to the amount of 
the “ shadow cut,” and so far the Treasury 
had always had the luck to be right. 
(Laughter.) He did not know if they fore- 
saw the coal stoppage—(laughter)—but 
something or other always happened to 
turn up to prove them right, which they 
had no reason to expect—(laughter)—and 
facts being what they were, it was difficul 
to resist their claim. i!

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE’S 


DILEMMA. 
WASHINGTON, Monday.

TRAFFIC IN WOMEN. 


THE REPORT TO THE 
LEAGUE. 


_ Commenting on the report on the Interna- 
tional traffic in women and children prepared 
for the League of Nations, Zhe Times ob- 
serves :—The Committee exhort all: Govern- 
ments who rely upon the system of licensed 
houses to examine the subject thoroughly in 
the light of the latest medical knowledge 
and practice. They make their appeal for its 
abaydonment, on the ground that at best it is 
a uSeless system, and that beyond all ques- 
tion it promotes and feeds the infamous inter- 
national traffic. The difficulty which con- 
fronts the advocates of this practical step is 
the difficulty which confronts all. promoters 
of international reforms, They cannot be 
adopted without the general support of a 
number of independent and sovereign States, 
whose standards of thought and practice are 
not all upon the same level. 

It took long years of persistent negotiation 
and persuasion to procure general consent to 
the abolition of the slave trade, and still 
more years to obtain energetic co-operation 
in the actual work of abolition. It might 
take as long or longer to procure. a general 
adhesion to steps indispensable for the sup- 
pression of the white slave traffic if it were 
not that the reformers have better machinery 


‘at command than had the abolitionists. 


A FRENCH ‘“‘OBSERVER,”’

The following graphie story has 
been received by mail from Mr. 
Charles Dailey, one of our two Spe- 
cial Correspondents in China :— 

HANKOW, Feb. 10 (by Mail). 

It was only through a visit to Shanghai, 
in order to get in touch by direct cable 
with London, that it was possible to ascer- 
tain the real extent/ of the senseless and 
utterly unprecedented censorship practised 
at. Hankow by the Red Nationalist 
Government, and particularly in connec- 
tion with the seizure of the British Con- 
cession. 

The wonderful forbearance and restraint 

of the British Navy is, therefore, virtually 
unknown in foreign countries, and the 
partisan censorship has had much to do 
with weakening the position of the home 
Governments. 
. It was heart-breaking to learn when the 
truth came back in untrammeled Shanghai 
that the censor at Hankow permitted but 
two kinds of news to pass, that in favour 
of the so-called Nationalist Government, 
with its flaunted programme of free speech 
and a free Press, and anything that would 
tend to show fright and panic on the part 
of the foreigners. 

Almost everything that depicted the 
courage, coolness and restraint in the trv- 
ing circumstances that have existed since 
early January; almost everything that 
showed the heroism of the officers and men 
of our navies, stretched out over a distance 
of 1,200 miles along the Yangtse, in 
getting the foreigners out and on the way 
to Shanghai and on the road to safety; 
almost every instance of — starvation 
blockades by the Chinese, of the anti- 
Christian demonstrations, of the preven- 
tion of the evacuation, of the impossible 
Bolshevist inspired demands of the labour 
unions for actual control of 
schools and hospital funds—all these fell 
under the heavy hand of the censor. 


THE CRITICAL DAY. 

There was one striking example that ex- 
tremely critical day in January, when the 
British Concession was taken over by the 
Cantonese, because the British, not wish- 
ing to become embroiled with the Chinese 
if it possibly could be avoided, withstood 
punishment, insults, and revilings almost 
unbelievable. I stood at the barrier on 
the Bund at the Custom House entrance 
to the British €Concession, from 2. o’cloek 
that afternoon until 7.20 in the evening, 
when the British Marines and Volunteers 
capitulated without having fired a shot, 
and even my most restrained despatch 
covering this incident, for I was aware of 
the ruthless censorship, failed to reach 
London. 

An eye-witness for more than five hours 
myself, injured by somo of the bricks an‘ 
stones hurled by the mob, finally sur- 
rounded, jostled, and repeatedly insulted 
as a yangkwei tze (foreign devil) and as a 
yang go tze (foreign dog), and with many 
cther epitnets I do not understand, | 
know something of tne wonderful restrain: 
exercised by the British, and wish now 
to set down again part of that which i 
was unabie to telegraph, for, out of a 
long newspaper trouble 
zones, I never have seen greater heroism. 


RED PROPAGANDA. 

Deliberate falsifications were _ tele- 
graphed by the Red Cantonese that the 
British forces had shot down innocent 
Chinese, and that several of them lay 
dead on the Bund near the Custom 
House. The foreign propagandist. of the 
Reds offered to with the 
names and details, but when I disputed 
his charges he failed to return to my room 
at the hotel. I can state as a fact that 
not a shot was fired all that day. [ saw 
British naval officers actually 
back sobs as they restrained the thin lines 
of Marines, who automatically came to 
the charge bayonets’ position when the 
mob, numbering between three and four 
thousand, stormed them, actually flanked 
them, and were as numereus in the rear 
as.in front, packed in so thickly that the 
line could move neither forward or back- 
ward, and yet thev held.

PEMBROKE COUNCIL WANT 


BEGGAR’S BUSH BARRACKS. 

On the motion of Mrs. Maud Walsh, it was 
decided at yesterday's meeting of the Pem- 
broke Urban Council to send a deputation to 
the Minjster for Defence to urge upon him 
Beggar's Bush 
the Council for 
the purpose of housing there the very poor of 
the district. 

Mrs. Walsh said that they had a scheme 
for the erection of 350 houses in progress, 
which would help to provide homes for the 
artisan class who would be prepared to pay 
10s. and upwards in rent per week; but that 
would not help the unskilled workers. They 
had about 1,000 applications on their books 
for houses, some of eight to twelve years 
standing. She spoke of cases of eight or nine 
in a family cooking, living and sleeping in 
one room, and contrasted with this the splen- 
did flats at 2s. 6d. a room which the City 
Commissioners had provided in Kehoe 
Barracks, Dublin. She understood that the 
military School of Music was about to be 
from the barracks to other 
quarters. The tenements that she had spoken 
of, when vacated, should be abolished, and, if 
the landlords refused to rebuild, the Council 
should erect houses on the site. 

The Clerk (Mr. Manly) said that it should 
be understood that Mrs. Walsh was only 
referring to the very poo. There had been 
821 houses erected in the township—a very 
ae proportion compared with other town- 
ships.

The Burns-Laird Lines, which cater for 
Scottish visitors, are republishing their guide 
to Irish resorts, and it is believed that a con- 
sMerable number of Scottish visitors will visit 
Ireland by the company’s various routes. 
Denega], which in pre-war days was very 
popular with these visitors, is likely to wit- 
negs.a most satisfactory revival of the tourist 
traffic. 

AMERIGAN VISITORS. 

Reports from the United Stetes of America 
show marked increases in bookings. Large 
numbers of the ' American Legion,’ who are 
visiting France, have arranged to extend 
their tours to Ireland. The Transatlantic 
skipping companies are increasing their calls 
at Queenstown, and it is interesting to note 
that the enterprise of the North German 
Lloyd Company in arranging a call at Galway 
is being received with unqualified support 
from travel interests in the United States of 
America. 

The annual general meeting of the Irish 
Tourist Association will be held of April 9, 
in Dublin. It will be followed by a con- 
ference of hotel preprietors from all parts of 
the country, ae an exhibition, comprising 
hotel service, equipment, and cookery, is 
being planned in conjunction with these 
events. 

The results of the Association’s appeal to 
county councils for advertising rates have 
been very satisfactory, and it is believed that 
when all the councils have given their deci- 
siops the results will show substantial in- 
creases on the returns of former years.

The duty of protecting the 
interests of visitors in every case of ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction, and substantiated 
compleints will be published, if such course 
is considered necessary. 
FIXED RATES. 

The attraction and satisfaction of visitors 
would be much more easil-* accomplished if 
all hotel and boarding house proprietors in 
Ireland adopted published and fixed rates, 
such as are given by the other catering 
interests. The resultant sense of confidence 
among visitors would be an asset. About 
two-thirds of the Free State hetels already 
have adopted the system, and the Irish 
Tourist Association is publishing the supplied 
particulars.

APPLICATION TO PEMBROKE 
.COUNGIL. 

At the meeting of the Pembroke Urban 
Council last night Mr. McGahan, of the 
Trish Tourist Association, appealed to the 
Ceuncil to strike a rate under the legislation 
recently passed in order to enable the 
Tourist Association to advertise @he Free 
State beauty spots in other countries. So 
far, he said, the Association had been carry- 
ing on its publicity campaign on voluntary 
subseriptions, but these were entirely in- 
adequate for the purpose. Some 18 months 
agó members of their Executive had 
approached rerpeseritatives of the Govern- 
ment on the subject, and an Act was passed 
empowering councils to strike a volantary 
rate. He asked the Council to strike a rate, 
and added that this had been done by nine 
out of every ten councils to which they had 
appesied in Iraland. 

He mentioned that Norwav and Sweden 
had expended £15,000 or £16,000 in adver- 
tising in the United States, while Germany 
had spent £130,000. Ireland was the onlv 
country in Europe that had not a special 
representative in America to promote tourist 
trafic. He believed that a representative 
could be secured for the expenditure of a 
very small sum.

At a special meeting of the Fleetwood 
Council, Mr. G. M. Robertson, J.P., 
said that if the railway company had come 
to a decision to transfer the steamers to 
Heysham it was a breach of the promise 
made to the Fleetwood Council. For many 
years, in spite of the competition of Liver- 
pool, Barrow and Heysham, the Fleetwood 
service had been the most popular one. The 
Heysham service languished under the Mid- 
land Company, and was now languishing 
under the London, Midland and Scottish. 
He suggested to the railway company that it 
was a dangerous proceeding to transfer a 
service which was popular, and a financial 
success, to another port. Passengers and 
shippers of goods had the choice of other 
ports, and he was informed that if the 
transfer took place the company would lose 
a very considerable portion of both their 
English and Northern Ireland traffic. 

He reminded the railway company of the 
danger of an independent company running 
steamers from Fleetwood to Belfast, as they 
would take away the valuable good-will 
which was attached to the port. The claims 
of the public for the most convenient service 
must be recognised, and the railway com- 
pany would have to give an independent 
train and other facilities. Every encourage- 
ment would be given at Fleetwood to the 
establishment of a new service to replace the 
steamers taken to Heysham. It appeared to 


him a suicidal policy for a business firm pos- 
sessing an established good-will and a profit- 
able business to transfer it to another port.

Sir,—The remarks of Mr. Joseph Johns- 
ton as to the necessify for urgent inquiry into 
the retail and general distributive business 
throughout the country will have the 
approval of all business people. The Govern- 
ment appear to look at this matter as if it 
were no concern of theirs, whereas it is of 
prime importance to the well-being of the 
State. usiness people pay the greater por- 
tion of the taxes, and are actually the col- 
lectors of the greater part of the taxation 
for the Government. They pay the highest 
rates in the land, and incidentally the 
highest taxes. Yet, an individual may erect 
a‘tent outside their doors and sell in com- 
petition, getting away with the money and 
paying no texes or rates. Lorries may be 
driven through the country and commodities 
sold—short of weight in most cases—and no 
taxes are paid by the owners in proportion 
to what the shopkeeper has to pay.

THE MAIN FACTORS. 

The main factors favourable to the develop- 
ment of a nation’s deep sea fisheries were 
proximity to good fishing grounds, good har- 
bours and proximity to the markets. Ire- 
land, he proceeded, was not so favourably 
situated with regard to proximity to good 
fishing grounds as were England, - Scotland, 
Norway and Germany—which have direct 
access to the North Sea. : 

Regarding the possibilities of developing 
home consumption of fish, he was optimistic. 
Englishmen consumed 40lbs. of fish per head 
per year. Dublin market alone last week, in 
addition to over 40 tons of other varieties, 
absorbed 60 tons of fresh herrings, because 
they were fresh and cheap. There lay a good 
opening for an energetic business man who 
would open attractive shops in the Midland 
counties, and supply fish in good condition 
and at reasonable prices. 

UNNEOESSAR" IMPORTS. 

They import, he said, over £200,000 worth 
of fish every year, which, with proper organi- 
sation wilt Wislnees enterprise, could be sup- 
plied from the boats manned by their own 
countrymen, 

The Government had made available through 
the Industrial Trust Company a means of rais- 
ing capital. One encouraging feature was that 
the Irish herring stood in the very highest 
estimation in the German and other Euro- 
pean markets to-day. In consequence there 
were fleets of Scottish and English steam 
drifters coming to the Free State shores to 
land the catches of herrings caught off the 
coast Kip-herring houses were being opened 
and local markets established.

MISTAKE. 


ITALIAN’S PLEA IN COURT. 


“Hí a man goes through a ceremony which, 
in fact, makes him married. he has got to 
put up with the consequences If vou go 
to a register office and get married, and do 
not know that. you are married, de 
make it no marriage ?”'

WEXFORD FISHERMAN’S FATE. 

A verdict that death was due to drowning, 
caused by accidentally oman, from his boat 
in a stormy sea, was returned at the inquest 
on a fisherman named Edward Shallee, whose 
body was washed up by the tide on the banks 
of the River Barrow, near Great Island, Co. 
Wexford, on the 3rd inst., after a search had 
been prosecuted for several days. 

Patrick Cahill, fisherman, gave evidence 
that on the 26th February he and the de- 
ceased man were in their boats, and “were 
towed from Waterford by Mr. Heffernan, oí 
Cheek Point, in his motor boat. Shallee's 
beat was let go at Snow. Hill, and he: seemed 
quite capable of taking care of himself: “There 
wns a heavv sea running at the time. 

Walter © Henneberry,’ another - fisherman, 
stated that he saw the deceased going. across 
the Barrow near White Horse Rock, but. when 
he looked across the river 3 second time he 
FC could not see the boat or its occupant. He 
and his brother rowed across and found the 
boat nearly full of water, but there was wo 
trace of the deceased man. In the witness's 
cpinion, the accident was caused by Shallee 
falling from the boat, which was a very small 
one, in his atteinpt ‘to prevent parcels from

The latter, in 
cross-examination,. said that he was secretary 
of the Sinn Fein Club and served the notice 
of boyeott of the 2nd June, but simply 
served it .by. the .guthority oí ithe club.

DUBLIN COMPANIES’ APPEALS. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON. AND MR JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing was resumed of the “teist 


liance-and Dublin Consumers’ Gas Co., Ltd., 

the Dublin United Tramways Co. (1896), and 
Messrs. Wallace Brothers, Ltd., from the 
judgment and order .of Mr. Justice .Mere- 
dith, dated 22nd July, 1926, dismissing the 
appellants’. claim for Darwen to them of 
£752 16s. 3d., or for a proportionate part 
thereof,' out of the sum lodged in Court to 
the credit of the matter in the case. of ss. 
Cairngorm (William. .Frangis . Robertson. and 
John McKellar, ..ewners)..v. . the ' Grand 
Canal Co. 

The appellants ‘sought to have Mr. Justice 
Meredith's judgment and order reversed, and 
that an order be made that the sums found 
hy the learned Judge to be the amounts of 
the damages sustained by the appellants be 
paid out of Court to the appellants, with 
costs. The proceedings arose out of injuries 
caused by the ss, Cairngorm to the Camden 
Lock Gates at Ringsend Dock. 

The, grounds of the appeals were that Mr. 
Justice Meredith misdirected himself in law 
and fact in deciding that the appellants and 
claimants had no cause of action or legal 
claim against the defendants or the. sum in 
court, and that the judgment was against 
the evidence and. the weight of evidence. 

The plaintiffs, it apneared, applied to have 
their liability in the matter limited under the 
provisions of the Merchant Shipping Act, and 
lodged £2.845 in Court, as representing their 
total liability to all persons concerned. 

The defendants, the Grand Canal Company, 
claimed £4,029 in respect of damage to the 
lock gates, and were awarded £3,700.. The 
three appellants made the following claims 
for loss of profits, etc., when the lock was 
closed while the gates were being repaired, 
the claimants during that period being unable 
ta get their, coal into the dock except in 
small steamers:—Dublin United Tramways 
Company. £752; Alliance and Dublin Con- 
sumers’ Gas Company, £386, and Wallace 
Brothers, coal merchants, £611. 

The assessment of damages. in the case 
was made by Mr. Justice Meredith, with Mr. 
D. Barry as assessor. The three appellants’ 
claims were ‘dismissed on the ground that 
they had no special claim for damages any 
more than ordinary members of the public; 
but if it shonld be afterwards decided that 
-they had such claim the amounts were fixed 
2s follow:—Dublin United Tramways Com- 
pany,. £650; Gas Companv, £270; Wallace 
Brothers, £100 |

BELFAST DRIVER SENT TO 
PRISON. 

At the Down Assizes yesterday there was 
a sequel to motoring accidents in which, 
according to Mr. James Williamson, K.C., 
who appeared for the prosecution, four 
children were involved, and one of them 
would never ve the same again. It was nol 
4 question of sympathy for the jury, he said, 
but one of duty to the public. 

James FE. Read, traveller, Belfast, was 
charged with having on July 14 last, when :n 
charge of a motor car, by wanton and furious 
driv:ng, caused bodily harm to Robert Boyd. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty, and 
the Fest: man was sentenced to six 
calendar months’ imprisonment, with hard 


labour. 
, THE EVIDENCE. 

Norah Smith said that she was on the 
road walking from Groomsport: towards 
Donaghadee. Her brother and Nell Deviit 
were along with her. She did not hear the 
approach of the motor car, which struck her, 
tore her dress, took off one of her. shoes 
and knocked her down. Her~brother shouted 
at the driver, but the latter did not stop. 

Robert Smith, brother. of the _ previous 
witness, said that the car was going at the 
rate of forty miles per hour. Witness got 
into a passing motor to follow the Em 
‘Further along he saw the car m a ditch, an 
accident having occurred. 

Robert George (11), said that his brother, 
James George, and William. and Robert Boyd 
were gathering some leeks when a car came 
into them. At the time of the accident they 
were in the hedge at the side of the road 
and had been there about five minutes. 

MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Dr. W. Neill Walker stated that on the 
evening of the accident he examined Robert 
Boyd. This boy had ‘a’ fracture of the left 
leg, @ very serious. injury, and he believed 
was still in hospitals Robert George, wiry 
received bruises and scrapes and suffered from 
shock, was not seriously injured. James 
George developed a squint after admission to 
hospital, and had impaired eyesight. 

A doctor’s cértificate was produced showing 
that on the evening of the accident prisoner 
was sober and quite capable of criving a car 
He had admitted to the doctor that he had 
taken drink. 

Evidence for the defence having been given, 
the jury found as stated; and Mr. J. ‘\. 
Campbell asked that the prisoner should noí 
be treated as a criminal, but ,allowed ub 
under the First Offenders ‘Act. 

Mr. Justice Brown said that he could not 
do that; he took a serious view of the 
case. On the prisoner’s own statement ie 
was guilty of the grossest negligence.
